'Two years ago this Houte passed 
a bill to pay to the ex-service men

Bays Representative Harrison. "That 
bill ascertained 
the extent of the 
liability of the Government, provided 
for its payment in cash, provided for 
raising the

The 
lax is laid upon the rich and the poor, 
the fortunate and unfortunate alike 
without regard to the financial capi-ty 
of the person on whom the burden is 
laid. The dealer making millions in 
sales, and the dealer losing millions 
are taxed alike. The 
consumer 
u- 
taxed without regard to his earnings 
or responsibilities. I am utterly op- 
posed to a sale tax and will vote 
against it no matter what form levi- 
ed."The House is determined not to 
meet the issue of relieving the milliosi- 
arire of taxation by imposing taxes 
on the poor, the struggling and un- 
fortunate, and the consumer general- 
lv. So in this bill no provision 
is 


made for meeting the obligation due. 
For some unexplained reason 
this 
House is also unwilling to issue bonds 
which will have a. commercial inlue 
and which would be to the soldier 
an equivalent of cash. 
In the financ- 
ing of every government obligation 
heretofore U has always been 
con- 
sidered a necessary requirement of 
sound finance lo provide tor the an- 
nual intriest and a sinking fund to 
retire the obligations at maturity.
